It is wise to plant as soon after 
a rain as the land can be worked, 
and is very desirable that there should 
he no heavy rains until the beans are 
up and have a good start, for, if a 
heavy rain falls soon after planting, 
they are likely to rot in low spots, 
making an imperfect stand, and the 
weeds will start with them and choke 
the crop. If,however.the conditions are 
favorablefor the first few days,ami the 
crop gets a good 3tart, they will soon 
j cover the ground so as to keep down 
the weeds anti produce a good crop. 
lf the beans ar** to be cultivate*!, sow 
with wheat drill, and make the rows 
two feet apart. 
Cultivation should be 
shallow and level, so as not to heap 
any earth up at the rows, and, with 
favorable weather, v. iii need to be re­ 
peated but once, as the crop will soon 
take possession of the soil. Harvesting 
slicnld not be deferred until the pods 
ar** dry, or there will be loss from 
shelling. 
As soon as half the pods are 
yellow the crop ma}' be cut or pulled, 
and should be cured as rapidly as pos­ 
sible and taken to shelter as soon as 
possible. 
It lofts with open floors can 
i»e had to store them on there is little 
danger of damage to them in the barn, 
as they do not pack closely and the air 
will circulate through quite a bulk of 
them, 
Tile best time to thresh beans is in 
clear, cold weather in winter, but if it 
is not convenient to keep them, there 
are usually drying, windy days through 
the autumn when they are in prime 
condition. 
The quickest and best way 
to thresh is to tramp with horses, hut 
care inu-t be taken not to let the 
horses step on the bare floor, or to 
have thin places, or the beans will 
many of them be split, which will de­ 
tract from their appearance and injure 
their sale. 
lf the weeds have been kept down 
in tile crop, it will be better not to 
plow the land for wheat, but simply 
mellow the surface with the cultivator 
or harrow, and drill in the seed, as the 
land where beaus have grown will be 
found to pulverize easily. 
I have 
spoken only of the navy bean, because : 
it is a standard variety. 
On some j 
soils, and for certain markets, some j 
other variety will often prove more 
profitable, 
and each grower must 
judge, for himself what to plant.

“ tree bean.” which has lieen largely 
advertised for “ome y e a rs, seems to be 
only an improved navy, and the name 
I consider a misnomer, as it does not, 
as the name implies, grow in tree 
form.—Cor.

Notes of Imprest. 
Of Johnson grass, just at the mo­ 
ment so much inquired about by farm­ 
ers, the American Cultivator 
says: 
“This grass, which is being introduced 
as a novelty in the North, is only too 
well known to Southern farmers, who 
: regard it as a pest almost as bar I to 
get rid of as quack. 
There is some 
doubt whether Johnson grass is hardy. 
Should it prove not to be, it is the 
strongest point that can be urged in 
its favor. 
Its lack of hardness may 
give some hope of its eradication in 
the Northern localities where it is be­ 
ing disseminated.” 
A correspondent of the 
Indiana 
Farmer says that for the garden fall 
plowing is to a certain extent, drain­ 
age, fertilizer and insect destroyer all 
together. 
His experience teaches him 
that to mature arid plow in the fall 
saves labor and increases the crops. 
He adds: 
“Some persons in their zeal 
to ‘make garden’ early will plant 
; corn, beans, cucumbers and other ten- 
der vegetables at the same time as they 
I do onions, peas, lettuce, etc. 
This is 
what I call zeal without knowledge.” 
The Gardener's Monthly says small 
shrubs are not nearly enough employ­ 
ed in planting small places. 
Bv a ju­ 
dicious selection, a place may be had 
I in a blooming state all the year, and 
shrubs give it a greater interest by 
their variety than is obtained by the 
too frequent error of lilliug up with 
two or three trees of gigantic growth. 
Plant thickly at first and thin out as 
they grow older. 
Masses of shrubs 
have a line effect on a small place. 
One of the latest illustrations of the 
value of wood ashes is that the cherry 
may be caused to bear abundantly by 
applying a liberal diessing to the soil. 
That it is of greatest advantage to 
apple, pear anil peach, admits of no 
argument, and we have abundant 
proof of its value as fertilizer for the 
smaller fruits, as well as for the veg­ 
etable garden. 
Gows should always be milked by 
some one who is naturally kind and 
gentle, and, so fur as may be, by the 
same person, never by any one who is 
excitable, peevish or impatient. Cows 
harshly treated often become unman­ 
ageable. while those kindly treated 
will be tame and trentle, and will not 
be likely to stray oft' from home or 
stay lon^ away from it. 
To feed for eggs give oats, line mid­ 
dlings scalded but not made t*io thin, 
boiled potatoes and an occasional feed 
of meat of so m e kind. 
If you wish to 
fat your fowls give corn at night, soft 
feed in the morning and keep them 
closely confined from ten to lifteen 
days. 
If kept eontied longer they will 
lose flesh again. 
Nests for setting hens can be made 
in a small box that has been thoroughly 
cleansed and rinsed with water that 
has a teaspoonful of carbolic acid to the 
quart. Make the nest of fine dry straw 
and sprinkle in it a small amount of 
sulphur. 
Otherwise lice are likely to 
trouble your young chicks. 
The dift'erence in the weight of a 
large turkey aud a small one, is an 
important matter, as the turkey is an 
industrious forager and picks up the 
greater portion of his food, which 
brings the actual cost of production to 
a low sum when large and small 
weight- are compared. 
Young calves, during tin; first six 
or eight weeks, should get a1! the milk 
they can u-e, for if they are “stinted” 
they ar*; sure to be “stunted,” and 
never become thrifty afterward. 
It is 
not best to let a calf run with the mo­ 
ther. but it should be let in to her 
morning anil evening. 
The cheapest pork is that made 
from pigs which have been fed all that 
they would eat. 
If it does not pay to 
make pork by liberal feeding, it does 
not pay to make it at all, and it had 
fierier be given up. 
At least once a year the granaries 
should have a thorough cleaning, to 
prevent the weevil from breeding in 
the bins, anil in the grain -tore*!. 
A common error is in feeding too 
much for a few days after lambing 
and not enough later, when the lambs 
get larger ana need more milk.

Such pigs are too much trou­ 
ble, as they have to lie fuss***! over and 
constantly locked after, or they will 
not do well. 
A successful breeder 
must observe the peculiarities of his ’ 
pigs and regard thorn carefully. Some 
pigs are naturally inclined to be con­ 
stipated, and will make poor stock an- j 
imals, as the progeny will inherit these j 
peculiarities, arui lie subject to piles 
arui kindred disorders. 
Sonic pigs ar*? 
(prick to perceive things and ways, arni 
others are stupid ami contrary. Some 
are wilder and more unmanageable 
than others. 
All these differences can 
be distinguished, aud may be noticed 
by an observing breeder who has 
enough enthusiasm aud interest in the 
business to take the trouble.

You can be just as bad a for­ 
eign correspondent at home as any*where 
else. 
W hat kind of w riters do editors prefer? 
Oh, people wh r have great command of 
language, or rallier those who are great­ 
ly commanded by language, and who can 
say the sam e thing over three or four 
times in the same sentence; also, young

school with poetry on “ spring,” if spring 
is in season. 
Also men with {but one idea

“ Having a few 
moments to spare, I have dashed off these 
few lines in the hope that w hat I have 
ground out may' interest your readers.

have not said on this subject all I could or 
all I can, but if it should prove interesting, 
as I hope it will, I trust I shall be able to 
say more on this and :other topics,” etc., 
etc: The longer you can keep on this strain 
the more will the editor be delighted with 
your article. 
In w hat style does he like to have it 
written? 
He likes to have it w ritten in a very fine, 
obscure haud, with lots of interlineations 
and letters spraw led across each other, 
and, if possible, on both sides of the 
paper; and then you should call for a 
proof of your article, aud when you get 
it conclude to strike oat every third sen­ 
tence and put another in its place, and 
when you get a “revise” you m ust write 
the entire article over again. 
This will 
make the entire office happy and cheerful. 
W hat will theeditor do first after m aking 
over such an article? 
He will order a new club—for you when 
yon call.

There is a good 
opening to make some money writing 
long articles providing you live long 
enough.

The destruction of moths is one of 
the greatest vexations which careful 
housekeepers have to contend 
with, 
and their depredations are not to be 
remedied after they have once made 
inroads. 
Houses heated by furnaces 
are especial predisposed to have moths, 
but every housekeeper m ust be on the 
watch for them, for, from the time 
that the windows begin to be left 
open, the trouble begins. 
Heavy car­ 
pets sometimes do not requ:re taking 
up every year, unless in constant use. 
Take out the tacks from these, fold the 
carpets back, wash the floor in strong 
suds with a tablespoonful of borax dis­ 
solved in them. 
Dash xvith insect 
powder or Jay with tobacco leaves 
along the edge and retack. 
All moths 
can be kept away and the eggs de­ 
stroyed by this means. 
Ingrain or 
other carpets, after shaking, are bright­ 
ened by sprinkling a pound of salt 
over the surface and sweeping care­ 
fully and thoroughly. 
It is also an ex­ 
cellent plan to wipe off the carpet 
with borax water, using a thick flannel 
cloth xvrung tightly, taking Caro not to 
xvet, but only to dampen. 
Open the 
windows and dry the carpet before re­ 
placing the furniture. 
Other woolens, 
including blankets and xvearing ap­ 
parel, m ust be beaten and brushed and 
folded smoothly. 
Be careful to clean 
every spot with am m onia water, not 
too strong, and a dark woolen cloth. 
Tie pieces of cam phor into little bun­ 
dles and put one in each article. W rap 
the articles in newspapers, as printers’ 
ink is a great preventive of moths, and 
sexv them up in strong sheeting bags, 
labeled, so it will not be necessary to 
open them during the summer, except 
for use. 
This is a good way for those 
who do not possess cedar boxes, and 
the articles n cc l have no other care if 
every spot is treated as directed and 
the garm ents are not left hanging in the 
closet too long before p u tting away for 
the season.

The Battle With Weeds. 
Two motives exist for working the 
soil devoted to the production of cul­ 
tivated crops 
One is increasing the 
growth of the plants that are planted, 
aud the other is tho destruction of 
those that are of no value or are abso­ 
lutely barmful. 
Now, as in the days 
when the bible was written, wheat 
and tares are likely to be found grow­ 
ing in the same field. 
The portions of 
I this or any other country that pro­ 
duce the largest desirable crops a^>o 
produce the largest crops of weeds. 
A soil and climate that are favorable 
to the production of corn and pota­ 
toes are equally favorable to the pro­ 
duction of rag-weed and cockle-bur. 
The bettor land is prepared and fer­ 
tilized, tile more certain it is to pro­ 
duce a large amount of weeds. Some 
of the most troublesome weeds, like 
the purslane and common plantain, 
only flourish on land that is in excel­ 
lent condition to produce large crops 
of vegetables, flowers or grain. 
They 
are rarely found on land that is defic­ 
ient in the elements of fertility or 
which is not in a good condition in re­ 
gard to friability. 
They are very 
common iii gardens whore the soil has 
been carefully enriched and turned 
with the spade, but are seldom found 
on poor land devoted to pasturage. 
Many of our most troublesome plants 
would become very scarce if the land 
on which they are found was allowed 
to return to its original condition. 
A considerable portion oi the last 
report of the Ohio agricultural exper­ 
iment station is devoted to the sub­ 
ject of weeds. 
The article on this 
subject considers 
the 
methods bv 
which weeds are introduced, dissemi­ 
nated, and propagated, their habits 
of growth 
anil 
duration of 
life, 
and the best methods of destroy­ 
ing them. 
It is shown that of the 182 
weeds found in Ohio 115 were brought 
from Europe. 
Most of them “came 
over” in packing material or mixed 
with the seed o f plants designed for 
cultivation. 
American weeds have 
been introduced into every country in 
the world with which we have com­ 
mercial intercourse. 
Several of our 
most troublesome weeds were intro­ 
duced during our war for independ­ 
ence. 
These seeds were in the grain 
or fodder employed for feeding Eng­ 
lish colony horses. 
Every war causes 
the introduction of weeds. 
If but a 
small number of any kind of weeds 
obtain a foothold they are certain to 
become very common. 
Nearly all 
kind of plants produce a great num­ 
ber of seeds. 
The officers of the Ohio j 
station made their examinations in the ! 
valley of the Scioto, where the soil is 
naturally very rich and where weeds 
obtain a greater size than in most I 
parts of the country. 
They found : 
that a single specimen of the weed, ! 
generally known as the shepherd's 
purse, produced 87,900 seeds, a dan- I 
delion produced 12,105 seeds, a com- I 
mon thistle63,566. a rag-weed 4,366, a I 
purslane plant 3*8,800, a burdock 38,- j 
086, and a common plantain 43,290. 
The possibilities of increase In some J 
of these plants arc enormous. 
Of ; 
course, some of the seeds counted or 
estimated were imperfect, and would 
not be likely to germinate under the i 
most favorable conditions. 
Still, if ' 
only half of them acre perfect, it fed- 
low*that one plant may in a few years j 
Is* the means of seeding nu entire 
state. 
Birds and animals will devour 
the seeds of nearly all tho cultivated 
plant* if they can get a chance, but j 
they do not eat tile scuds of weeds, j 
In most cases the} have a disagree- j 
able taste, which prevents them from j 
being oaten. 
They nearly all possess 
wonderful vitality. 
'The germinating I 
power of all the grains is destroyed 
by cold aud ttioistture. 
They may be 
buried for years, but they will sprout 
and produce vigorous plants as soon | 
as the} are brought near the surface I 
of the ground. 
A large proportion of 
them will pass through the organs of 
digestion without injury to their vital- I 
ity, and will germinate in the drop- ; 
pings of tin* animal that devoured , 
them. The increase in the number of ! 
weeds is largely due to the wonderful 
vitality of their seeds or their power 
of preservation. 
The seeds of weeds are disseminated 
bv the Wind and bv other sources of 
nature, as running w ater. 
Birds carry j 
many of them from place to place, i 
Some of them are provided with hooks, 
by means of which they attach them­ 
selves to birds and animals. 
Every 
farmer sows weeds with his grain 
Weeds arc in troll need into every new 
section of the country by means of tin* j 
seed grr.iu obtained at a distance. Too 
little attention is given to the matter 
of obtaining clean seed. 
Farmers also 
introduce the seeds of weeds in their 
fields by means of the manure they 
apply to them, 
lf stable manure con­ 
tains foul seed it should be composited 
a year ln*fore ii is incorporated with 
the soil. 
Many farmers who keep 
their cultivated fields tolerably clean, j 
and who take pains to destroy the i 
weeds in grain-tields after the crop i* 
harvested, allow large plantations of , 
weeds to remain undisturbed during | 
the entire season. While the cultivator ! 
is running between the rows of corn j 
and the hoe is ii soil in the garden for ; 
the purpose of keeping the ground 
free from weeds, these plants are 
growing and maturing seeds along the j 
sides of the field, in fence-corners, j 
among the manure heaps, and along 
the sides of Hie road. 
'I he seeds of 
these weeds xviii spring up in the cul­ 
tivated portions of the farm next sea- j 
son. 
It is much easier to prevent tile j 
growth of weeds than to destroy them 
after they have attained a considerable j 
-izc. 
Clean culture becomes easier 
the longer it is practiced. 
A new 
farm should be kept free from weeds 
from the start, 
lf any appear they 
should be destroyed before they bios- j 
rom. 
Many kinds of weeds are very 
deceptive in respect to the time their i 
seeds mature. 
The blossoms all dis­ 
appear from plants producing grain 
amt the stalks begin to assume a yel­ 
low color before the kernels are sufli- 
eienlly mature to germinate if placed 
iii Hie soil. 
This is not the case with 
most weeds. 
They continue to grow 
and remain green till they are killed ! 
by a bite of frost. 
During most of 
this time they are ripening seeds. 
Buds. blossoms, and ripe seed are all ! 
on the same branch, and often within 
an inch of each other at the same time, j 
If Hie plant is not killed while it is 
quite small it will mature amt scatter ! 
srcd. 
lf it is allowed to blossom the 
chances are that seed will be ripened i 
on the stalk if even the plant is pulled 
up. 
Weeds are easily destroyed while 
the stalks and roots are tender. 
The 
ditliculty of killing them increases as 
they lice*uue larger. 
Removing large 
weeds from a field is like lifting 
a mortgage 
from a farm.— Chicago 
Tinas. 


Preparing Potato Seed. 
Long before they are to be planted 
the seed potatoes should bo taken out 
of the dark pits or bins in which they 
arc necessarily stored during severe 
weather. 
Exposure to light for some 
time before planting is very impor­ 
tant. 
lf the planting is to be early, 
the seed should be cut at once and ’ 
spread thinly in a light, warm room, ! 
to allow the cut surfaces to harden. 
The seed will then be much less liable j 
to rot if a cold, wet time comes after 
planting. 
The dampness in the soil 
xviii find its assaults on Hie seeds 
checked by the dry, calloused surface 
over the cut. 
If the potatoes are not 
to be planted until late, cutting tho 
seed should lie delayed until a few 
days before planting. 
It is a difficult 
matter to keep a large quantity of cut 
potato seed just right for a long time. 
lf put in heaps, barrels, or bags, some 
of it will heat and spoil. 
If kept very 
long exposed to light and air tho 
mosturc will all dry out of the cut 
pieces and they will appear like chips. 
In a moist soil most of these xviii grow, 
but, should a dry time come just after 
planting, there xviii be, some failures. 
But whether to be planted early or 
late, seed potatoes should, from this 
time on, bo exposed to light and air. 
TI* rigorous greet* shoots which will 


bf just ready to push oui wu*iI the 
seed is put in the ground will bo so 
much gain, instead of a detriment, as 
are the pale, thin sprouts which push 
from potato seed in dark, warm places, 
the latter robbing the potato of Hie 
substance on which tho young plants 
must first depend before they can put 
forth roots for their own support. 


Toxic Effect of Insect Poxvdcr. 
Regarding tho method of action of 
this pow der upon its victims, the fact 
should tie kept in mind that the lungs 
or breathing apparatus of the Bisect 
are very different to those of the verte­ 
brate animal. 
Instead of lungs, as 
we have, set apart in one portion of 
Hie frame, for the definite object of 
supplying oxygen to the blood after 
the latter has become in need of it, 
tim insect has a central tube, connect­ 
ed xx*itll the air by a row of orifices on 
each side of its body, from which 
smaller channels radiate to every part 
of its circulation. 
The animal lung 
demands two systems, as it were, of 
circulation 
the arterial and the ven­ 
ous. 
The insect has but a single cir­ 
culation, and the whole of his blood is 
being constantly aud fully brought 
into contact with fresh supplies of air. 
Hence the instant and poxverful effect 
of any toxic substance with xvhieh tile 
air may be impregnated. 
Thus an in­ 
sect may be almost instantly killed by 
the vapor of chloroform, or ether, or 
prussic acid. 
'These facts are power­ 
ful arguments for the t heory that it is 
the volatile constituents of insect pow­ 
der which are fatal, and not the actual 
contact, necessarily, of its particles. 


Industrial Brevities. 
Among the agricultural products of 
California figs are just noxv attracting 
considerable attention. 
A profit of 
$500 is reported in one instance from 
an acre of this prolific fruit. 
'J ins is 
said to be the most profitable result of 
fig-growing on record in the state. 
In Florida and some other southern 
states also, the cultivation of the fig is 
increasing, and the agricultural de­ 
partment has recently published the 
result of some inquiries as to the best 
varieties to grow aud tho methods of 
culture. 
It is said that no insect or 
disease has yet been found attaching 
the trees. 
Gov. Eaton, of Colorado, issued a 
proclamation April 4 declaring a cat­ 
tle quarantine against the states of 
illinois. Missouri, 
Kentucky, 
New 
Y'ork, Pennsylvania, Delaware, Mary­ 
land, New Jersey, Massachusetts, In­ 
diana, West Virginia, and the District 
of Columbia, xvherc the state 
veteri­ 
nary authorities report the existence 
of 
pleuropneumonia. 
All 
cattle 
shipped or driven from these states or 
the District of Columbia xviii be kept 
out of Colorado unless accompanied 
by a certificate of health given by the 
state veterinary surgeon or sanitary 1 
Ixia rd. 
A correspondent of a foreign jour­ 
nal recommends the mixing of varie­ 
ties of seeds of the cereals to increase 
the yield. 
He bases his advice on the 
results of personal observation and 
the experiments of Darwin, which 
seem to have proved: 
First, that tho I 
fertilization of a flower by itself is 
less profitable than that by another 
flower of the same stalk. 
Second, 
that tho fertilization of a flower by 
another plant is more profitable sit ill. I 
Third, that the fertilization of a flower 
by another flower of another variety 
is still Ix'tter. 
Ellwanger A Barry recommend a 
dry soil for transplanting young trees, I 
either natural or by drainage; well 
prepared aud mellow by plowing at 
lca-t twice beforehand, lir-l with a 
coition plow and then with asubsoilcr, j 
lf the ground is not rich, or has been 
exhausted, apply fertilisers and work 
them in thoroughly, or turn under a 
heavy crop of clover, or old manure I 
or compost, so as to make the land 
rich enough, if required, to raise good 
corn. This should be done in g«>od 
time In-fore the trees are set. 
There is a very large colony of Rus­ 
sian Mennonites in Bon Homme, Dako­ 
ta. and other counties in that section, 
and they ritain mo*-t of their old 
country practices. One of Ho se is j 
their weekly fair. 
Every Thursday a 
thousand or more of them gulfier at 
Scotland bringing whatever they may 
wish to sell or trade—horses, cattle. 
hog*, sheep, corn, dairy product, mid 
everything, in fact. 
It seems to be a 
useful and popular arrangement. 
The California orange-growers have 
discovered a new* process for removing 
all substance* that injure the appear­ 
ance of their fruit. 
They put a half­ 
bushel or so of dry sawdust in a bar- : 
re! and then pour in two or three boxes 
of oranges, and then turn slowly with 
a crank. 
The fruit comes out as clean 
and bright as a gold dollar. 
One man 
can clean about eighty boxes a day, 
while xvashing ten boxes is a good 
day's work. 
An experienced buttermaker say* j 
that crocks of butter to tx? kept for 
several months should never be placed ! 
upon the cellar bottom. 
This causes 
two degrees of temperature in the 
crook, which xviii be at the expense of 
the butter nearest the top. Hie crocks 
xviii keep their contents far better if 
placed at least a foot from the cellar 
bottom upon a bench and a thick wool- I 
en cloth throxvn over them. 
There is one advantage in planting 
the early varieties of potatoes in goixi , 
season. 
The eyes xvhieh produce tho 
sprouts are .stronger than they xviii be 
later in the spring unless extra care Is 
given to handling Hie seed. 
In most 
seasons, also, the early planted pota- j 
toe* xviii form their tubers before tho 
extreme heat of 
summer, and xviii 
therefore produce better crops than 
those planted a little later. 
An Ohio farmer has learned by ex- j 
perinionting that a bushel of raw corn, J 
fed on the coli, will produce nine 
pounds of pork, xv Hilo an equal qUan- j 
titv, if ground and the meal fed raw, I 
xviii yield twelve pounds. A bushel of 
corn boiled made about 13j pounds of 
pork, and a bushel of meal cooked 
made 161 pounds. 
Some experiment- I 
ers report better results from feeding I 
uncooked meal. 
I 
In Canada a large amount of land 
is annually soxvn in oats and peas: one j 
bushel of the former and two of the 
latter being used. The chief uses of ! 
the oats are to hold up the peavino* 
and to enable the crop to be cut xv itll I 
a machine. 
It is best to put in the j 
crop with a drill. 
The combined crop 
should bo cut before the peas become 
ripe, as they are then likely to shell ■ 
out and bo lost. 
A work harness on the farm should | 
In* oiled al least twice a year—once in 
spring and again in fall. 
The sweat 
aud dirt should Im* scraped cfi and the 
leather washed with warm water free 
from soap. 
Apply the oil before tim 
leather is entirely dry. 
lf one appli­ 
cation does not make the leather plia­ 
ble enough, put on another. 
This is 
better than to put on a great deal at 
once. 
The Highland Society, of .Scotland, 
has adopted as a rule f >r its next show 
that cattle should be judged by three 
judges, two to act and one to be se­ 
lected by lot to vote only in ease of 
disagreement of the other two; also 
that the names of the judges shall be 
announced before the shoxv. 
In India it is a standing joke, in 
connection with agricultural experi­ 
ments, that a native xviii not use an 
English plow because he eau not re ac Ii 
the”bul lock's tail to twist it. xvhieh is 
his only method of urging his beast to 
further exertion. 
To Jefferson belongs the saving :

Blemishes on the Standard Dollar. 
Morgan, Hie English engraver of 
Hie standard or “ buzzard” dollar, 
animated doubtless by an ambition 
similar to that of the Ephesian dome, 
smuggled into Ids work in two places 
the initial letter of his surname. 
Al­ 
though 
microscopic iii 
size, these 
“Ms” are plainly discernible on the 
coin even to the naked eye after a 
careful search. 
An eagle-eyed Wall 
street man recently discovered one of 
the letters, and started among his ac­ 
quaintances 
the following 
puzzle: 
“ Find three letter Ms on the standard 
dollar.” 
Two are readily found—one 
in the word “ unum” and another in 
“ America,” but the third is not so 
easily found. An interview with Chief 
Drummond, of the United States se­ 
cret service, showed that there are 
four Ms, instead of three, and tho 
fourth, hitherto unnoticed even by 
W all street men, was pointed out to 
the reporter. Mr. Drummond laughed 
when his attention was called to the 
matter and said: 
“The presence of 
these extra letters on the standard 
dollar xvas first brought to my notice 
by one of my clerks. 
They xvere, of 
course, cut in the die by Morgan.” 
The Chief of the Secret Service ac­ 
knowledged that they had not escaped 
the attention of tile counterfeiter, who 
had placed them on the false coins. 
Similar instances of the mutilation of 
dies are recalled in the case of English 
and French engravers’ xvork. 
VV yon, 
the artist -Po the English Mint, many 
years ago, placed on the plate of a 
postage atamp a “ VV” on so minute a 
character that for years the stamp 
circulated without a doubt of its per­ 
fection. 
The eventful discovery of 
the blemish created a sensation in 
England. Tho objectionable addition 
to the work xvas promptly erased, and 
a stringent Jaw passed against Hie 
commission of a like offense. 
In the 
reign of Napoleon lit. an engraver 
placed the initial letter of his surname 
on the plate for a stamp. 
This also 
xvas of such microscopic dimensions 
that it escaped detection for a long 
time. 
The discovery of the fact led to 
tlio same result as in the English 
case.— Nttr York Tribune.

Baby­ 
lonia of the present day resem bles a 
desert, tm t of which arise m ounds and 
and ruins, solitary and grave nearly 
all the canals are choked with sand; 
the shepherds w andering alone, with 
their flocks nibbling the sparse grass, 
are alm ost the only human dw ellers 
over the whole plateau. 
How differ­ 
ent 
was it in olden times!

B. <’. 2000 and 500 Babylonia was the 
garden of the ancient world. 
The 
land, surrounded like an island by tw o 
of the finest stream s in the world, tho 
Euphrates and T igris—the rivers of 
paradise—is truly the gift of both. 
They flowed with sw ift current from 
tho Arm enian highlands into the sea 
now known as the Persian guif.

Bean Growing. 
With a good yield and fair quality 
af crop, bean culture is quite profita­ 
ble. 
They are not exhaustive, and I 
have never found a better crop to pre­ 
pare the land for wheat. 
B elonging 
to tho sam e botanical fam ily as clover 
—the lequmtnosfp. — they leave the land 
in a condition extrem ely favorable for 
the grow thjof the w h e a t plant. 
The navy bean w ill in ordinary 
seasons m ature in eleven w eeks from 
planting, and this will'eriable the farm 
er to grow a t f o p ’of rye to turn under 
before*- planting to enrich the land, 
or if he has a piece of land full of foul 
seeds he can by early plow ing and 
subsequent stirring, get m ost of the 
weed seed to start, and destroy them 
before the beans are planted; so that 
it is seen that rightly m anaged beans 
are a cleansing crop. 
In several counties of Southern Ohio 
beans have been grow n largely a field 
ctoj) by a m ethod which I have never 


should be sawed off close to the jaw 
bone.

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early and frequently cultivated, so as 
to kill the w eeds and get it in nice 
condition, and about the 10th of June

hoe stopped. 
This gives two rows, 
eight inches apart, 
then a space of 
sixteen inches, and two more of the 
d o se roW.s. 
A fter sow ing, the field is 
rolled so as to leave it level, and 
nothing more is done to the crop until 
m aturity, when they are cut with the 
m owing 
m achine, thus doing away 
with tne hard, and slow work ot pull­ 
ing. 
It is wise to plant as soon after 
a rain 
as the land can be worked, 
and is very desirable that there should 
be no heavy rains until the beaus are 
up and have a good start, for, if a 
heavy rain falls soon after planting, 
they are likely to rot in low spots, 
m aking an im perfect stand, 
and the 
weeds w ill start with them and choke 
the ?rop. If,how ever.the conditions are 
favorable for the first few days,and the 
crop gets a good start, they w ill soon 
cov er the ground so as to keep down 
the w eeds and produce a good crop. 
If the beans are to be cultivated, sow 
with wheat drill, and make the rows 
tw o feet apart. 
C ultivation should be 


that to m ature and plow in the fall 
saves labor and increases the crops. 
He adds:

corn, beans, cucum bers and other ten­ 
der vegetables at the sam e tim e as they 
do onions, peas, lettuce, etc.

dicious selection, a place may be had 
in a bloom ing state all the year, and 
shrubs giv*s it a greater interest by 
their variety than is obtained by the 
too frequent error of tilling up with 
tw o or three trees of gigantic grow th. 
Plant thickly at first and thin out as 
they grow older. 
M asses of shrubs 
have a fine effect on a sm all place. 
One of the latest illustrations of the 
value of wood ashes is that the cherry 
may be caused to bear abundantly by 
applying a liberal dressing to the soil. 
That it is of greatest ad vantage 
to 
apple, pear and peach, adm its of no 
argum ent, 
and

have abundant 
proof ot its value as fertilizer for the 
sm aller fruits, as w ell as for the veg­ 
etable garden.

Thus the earth, 
the air and the 
water alike refused 
shelter to a murderer. 
The foregoing fable was w ritten ful­ 
ly tw o thousand years ago,and teaches 
us how true it is that tim es change, 
and w e change with them; also, that 
every change is not for the better. 
If 
the m urder referred to had been com ­ 
m itted now, instead of tw'o thousand 
years ago, the murderer, unless he was 
a poverty stricken, friendless wretch 
— a m ere superfluous hum an quanti­ 
ty —instead of fleeing from the Sheriff, 
would have hunted him up and given 
bail, in order to be better able to as­ 
sist his attorney in procuring contin­ 
uances from term to term, and tam ­ 
pering with the S tate’s w itnesses,steal­ 
ing or quashing the original indict­ 
m ent, procuring changes of venue, ap­ 
peals, reverses, 
rem audm ents, 
and 
otherw ise 
procuring 
his 
com plete 
vindication, 
when, 
in the course of 
tim e or eternity, his trial cam e off, if 
it ever did. 
This fable teaches us that 
there was once a period when the m ur­ 
derer was regarded with such abhor- 
ence that even the w ild beasts and ele­ 
m ents refused him protection. 
It is 
com forting to know that there was 
such a period.— Tex as Siftings.

Pis Disposition. 
There is a diflerence in the disposi­ 
tions of hogs. 
All hogs are not alike j 
either iri tem per, in physical develop- j 
ment. 
appetite or ability to digest J 
food. 
It is w ell to know these facts. 
T he differences in m ost of these re­ 
spects may be known by the looks of j 
the anim als, their expression, form of 
body and action. 
Some are nervous 
and 
tim id, and require very gentle 
treatm ent. 
Some 
are 
delicate 
in j 
structure, 
ami 
thD delicacy carries ; 
with it a delicate appetite. 
Different 
breed- represent th«'se characteristics j 
"quit*) m arkedly. 
The circum stances j 
Youueeted with their rearing have a 
decided effect in producing peculiari­ 
ties in pigs, and they are also trans­ 
mitted in the blood. 
Those of a quiet 
disposition are alw ays preferable, for 
the obvious reason that it is less trou­ 
ble to take care of them, and they do 
not waste food by useless uneasiness, 
Some hogs are very “ hoggish" anti 
uglv 
Such anim als are found in every 
breed, and should be got rid of as soon 
as possible. 
A 
fighting pig should 
never lie bred, neither is it a good idea 
to raise progeny from one which does 
not m anifest an ability to look out for 
itself. 
Such pigs an* t<><» much trou­ 
ble, as they have to be fussed over and 
constantly looked after, or they w ill 
not do w ell. 
A successful breeder 
m ust observe the peculiarities of his 
pigs and regard them carefully. Som e 
pigs are naturally inclined to be con­ 
stipated, and will m ake poor stock an­ 
im als, as the progeny will inherit these 
peculiarities, ami be subjeet to piles 
and kindred disorders. 
Some pig# are 
quick to perceive things and ways, and 
others are stupid and contrary. 
Som e 
are w ilder ami more unm anageable 
than others. 
All these differences can 
lie distinguished, aud may be noticed 
by an observing breeder 
who 
has 
enough enthusiasm and interest iu the 
business to take the trouble. 
I im agine 1 can alw ays select a sow 
pig which w ill m ake a good breeder 
by a sort of m otherly appearance 
which she evinces when quite young. 
There is a great deal in tin* physiog­ 
nom y of a pig. 
This is not an 
:es- 
thetieai idea, but a clear cut, practical 
one. 
The breeders should be selected 
on account of brains as w ell as body. 
An intelligent pig is worth more than 
a mild or stupid one. 
These ch arac­ 
teristics are m anifested in these w ays 
—to-w it: 
A wild sow will tram ple on 
her young, and when nursing, spring 
up at every little noise. 
A stupid one, 
lacking sense, 
w ill 
deliberately 
lie 
down on them , and stay there, and 
sm other or crush them; while a gentle 
and intelligent m other will put her pigs 
in a bunch with her snout, before ly ing 
down, and she w ill get dow n to them 
so slow ly and carefully that she w ill 
never hurt one. 
If one squeals she is 
on the alert, to know the cause and 
how to relieve it. 
1 have seen sow s e x ­ 
hibit a sagacity and care with 
their 
young which were alm ost 
human. 
W hen a sow possesses these charac­ 
teristics, she should be kept as long as 
possible; for such 
a oue is not only a 
com fort, but very valuable. 
She may 
bo kept as a profitable breeder till S or j 
10 years of age^ the profit from her j 
depending not altogether upon her | 
age. but upon the condition of her j 
teeth for the m astication of food. 
If j 
fed ground food she w ill do 
w ell 
several years longer than upon w hole 
grain. 
The grow th of the tusks in an 
old hog w ill often 
keep the grinders 
apart, so that they can not m asticate 
grain. 
When this is the case, they 


gentle, and, so fur as m ay be, by tho 
sam e person, never by any one w ho is 
excitable, peevish or im p a tien t Cows 
harshly treated often becom e unm an­ 
ageable, w hile those kindly 
vvdl be tam e and gentle, and 
be likely to stray oft' from 
stay long away from it. 
T o feed for eggs give oats, line m id­ 
dlings scalded but not m ade too thin, 
boiled potatoes and an occasional feed 
of m eat of som e kind. 
If you wish to 
fat your fow ls give corn at night, soft 
feed in the m orning and keep 
them 
closely confined from ten to fifteen 
days. 
If kept contied longer they w ill 
lose flesh again. 
N e s t s for settin g hens can be m ade 
in a sm all box that has been thoroughly 
cleansed and rinsed with w ater that 
has a teaspoonful of carbolic acid to the 
quart. Make the nest of fine dry straw 
and sprinkle in it a sm all am ount of 
sulphur. 
O therw ise liee are jikely to 
trouble your young chicks. 
The difference in the w eight of a 
large turkey and a sm all one, is an 
im portant m atter, a# the turkey is an 
industrious forager and picks up the 
greater portion of his food, 
which 
brings the actual cost of production to 
a low sum 
when large ami 
sm all 
w eights are com pared. 
Y oung calves, during the first «ix 
or eight weeks, should get all the milk 
they can use. f<*r if they are “ stin ted ” 
they are sure to be “ stun ted,” and 
never become thrifty afterw ard. 
It is 
not best to let a calf run with the m o­ 
ther. but 
it should be let in to her 
m orning and evening. 
The cheapest pork 
is that 
m ade 
from pigs which have been fed all that 
they would eat. 
If it does not pay to 
make pork by liberal feeding, it does 
not pay to m ake it at all, and it had 
better be given up. 
At least once a year the granaries 
should have a thorough cleaning, to 
prevent the w eevil from breeding in 
the bins, and in the grain stored. 
A com m on error is in feeding too 
much for a few days after lam bing 
and not enough later, when the lam bs 
get larger ana need more milk. 
The Com m issioner of A griculture 
in T ennessee claim s that the sheep in­ 
dustry of that State is nearly paralyz­ 
ed by the dog nuisance. 
D enver, Col., claim s to have m ore 
line roadsters than any other city of 
its size in the world.

He is not tho sam e man in this strug­ 
gle that he was in lx?o. His courageal- 
that feverish kind which seeks alw ays 
lor excitem ent until its possesor final­ 
ly is spent with its force.

m ent, and inch by

the compositors, or goes dow n-stairs and 
works the press, or a s ssts the boys to fold 
papers. 
Bhould a newspai>er m an alw ays be a 
printer? 
Oh, yes; alway*. 
You m ust learn to set 
type before you can w rite at all. 
S hakes­ 
peare, Bacon, Lord Byron, Tennyson, and 
all the rest were printer*. 
You can not 
•xpoct to be a good com positor unle ss you 
are a printer. 
W hat does the m anaging editor do? 
He keeps the pens and inkstands clean 
and m anages to m ark a g reat deal of w rit­ 
ing with a blue pencil. 
W hat he m arks 
goes into the—paper—basket, and is often 
anxiously looked for several weeks after 
by the correspondent 
He is the m an who 
loves to talk with you when you have an 
hour to spare and can talk to him, and 
tak'S it very hard if you don’t stay at 
least half an hour after you have finished 
your business w ith him—to say it all over 
again. 
W hat 
is the business of the proof­ 
reader? 
Oh, h© is sim ply hired to prove the truth 
of w hatever the editor wrote. 
And w hat doe* the exchange reader do? 
Oh, he sim ply exchanges news w ith 
other papers. 
And w hat doe* the night editor do? 
Oh, he sim ply w atches the com positors 
a t night to s*e th a t they do not shirk their 
work or steal any type. 
Is it really necessary to go abroad to b© 
a good foreign correspondent? 
Oh, no. 
You can be ju st as bad a for­ 
eign correspondent at home as anyw here 
else. 
W hat kind of w riters do editors prefer? 
Oh, people who have great command of 
language, or railier those who are g rea t­ 
ly com m anded by language, and who can 
say the sam e thiug over three or four 
tim es in the sam e sentence; also, young 
ladies 
three 
m onths out of the high 
school w ith poetry on “ spring,” if spring 
is in season. 
Also men with [but one idea 
in their heads who have been studying 
it all their lives, and who have got it all 
down on three or four ream s of paper. 
Can anybody w rite for a newspaper? 
Oh, yes; they can if they w ant to. 
There is nothing to stop anybody from 
w riting for a newspaper. 
And get paid for it? 
Oh, yes. 
There is nothing to stop a n y ­ 
body from being paid for w riting for a 
newsp aper. 
W hat is the best subject to w rite about 
for a newspaper? 
Oh, anything which happens to interest 
you. 
If it interests you it is a sure sign it 
will interest everybody else. 
How does an editor like to have an a rti­ 
cle commence? 
Commonly in this w ay; 
“ H aving a few 
moments to spare, I have dashed off these 
few lines in tho hope th a t w hat I have 
ground out m ay interest your readers. 
I 
have not said on this subject all I could or 
all I can, but if it should prove interesting, 
as I hope it will, I tru st 1 shall be able to 
say more on this aud lother topics,” etc., 
etc; The longer you can keep on this strain 
the more will the editor be delighted with 
your article.

There is a good 
opening to m ake some money w riting 
long articles providing you 
live long 
enough. 
Bhould one learn shorthand to make a 
good reporter? 
Oh, yes. 
By ail means. 
Then you will 
be sure not to lose an item if you report a 
fire. 
Or if you go to a tem perance m eet­ 
ing you won’t lose a word the speakers 
say. 
E ditors are very particular th a t 
every word of a speaker (particularly tem- 
perance>peakers) should go into the paper.

W hat idea is born into the world with 
nine men out of ten?

H o w t o Kill M o t h s . 
The destruction of moths is one of 
the greatest vexatious which careful 
housekeepers have to contend with, 
and their depredations are not to be 
remedied after they have once made 
inroads. 
Houses heated by furnaces 
arc especial predisposed to have moths, 
but every housekeeper must be on the 
watch for them, for, from the time 
that the windows begin to bo left 
open, the trouble begins. 
Heavy car­ 
pets sometimes do not re<ju:re taking 
up every year, unless in constant use. 
Take out the tacks from these, fold the 
carpets back, wash the floor in strong 
suds with a tablespoonful of borax dis­ 
solved in them. 
Dash with insect 
powder or Jay with tobacco leaves 
along the edge and retack. 
All moths 
can be kept away and the eggs de­ 
stroyed by this means. 
Ingrain or 
other carpets, after shaking, are bright­ 
ened by sprinkling a pound of salt 
over the surface and sweeping care­ 
fully and thoroughly. 
It is also an ex­ 
cellent plan to wipe off the carpet 
with borax water, using a thick flannel 
cloth wrung tightly, taking care not to 
wet, but only to dampen. 
Open the 
windows and dry the carpet before re­ 
placing the furniture. 
Other woolens, 
including blankots and wearing ap­ 
parel, must be beaten and brushed and 
folded smoothly. 
Be careful to clean 
every spot with ammonia water, not 
too strong, and a dark woolen cloth. 
Tie pieces of camphor into little bun­ 
dles and put one in each article. Wrap 
the articles in newspapers, as printers’ 
ink is a great preventive of moths, and 
sew them up in strong sheeting bags, 
labeled, so it will not be necessary to 
open them during the summer, except 
for use. 
This is a good way for those 
who do not possess cedar boxes, and 
the articles ncocl have no other care if 
every spot is treated as directed and 
the garments are not left hanging in the 
closet too long before putting away for 
the season.

Why It Is Much Easier to Introduce Weeds on 
a Farm Than to Eradicate Them—Gener- 
• 
at Farm Miscellany. 


The Burro. 
Apart from the 
Indians and 
the 
Mexicans, these animals are the most 
characteristic and ubiquitous objects 
in New Mexico. 
The shaggy little 
brutes range from the size of a small 
Newfoundland to that of a six-month* 
old heifer. 
It is practically impossi­ 
ble to overload them. 
Thev will car­ 
ry all that can be piled on their backs. 
I have frequently seen a solid heap of 
wood gliding mysteriously into town, 
with no apparent motive power, but 1 
knew that somewhere underneath the 
pile there was hidden a burro. 
When 
released from their burdens they will 
immediately set to work with diligence 
and gusto picking up a living in the 
midst of stones and dry cactus, where 
any other animal 
would starve to 
death. 
Joe proceeded to attach them, 
by a wonderful series of knots, to the 
supporting posts und'T the house. 
I 
watched him curiously as he tied knot 
after knot, and at length ventured to 
inquire whether burros usually em­ 
ployed their spare time in performing 
juggling tricks. 
Joe regarded me with a smile which 
was compounded of one part of good- |

The Battle With Weeds. 
Two motives exist for working the 
soil devoted to the production of cul­ 
tivated crops 
One is increasing the 
growth of the plants that are planted, 
and the other is tho destruction of 
those that are of no value or are abso­ 
lutely harmful. 
Now, as in the days 
when tho bible was written, wheat 
and tares are likely to bo found grow­ 
ing in the same field. 
The portions of 
this or any other country that pro­ 
duce the largest desirable crops a^so 
produce the largest crops of weeds. 
A soil and clim ate that are favorable 
to the production of corn and pota­ 
toes are equally favorable to the pro­ 
duction of rag-weed and cockle-bur. 
The better land is prepared and fer­ 
tilized, tne more certain it is to pro­ 
duce a large amount of weeds. 
Some 
of the most troublesome weeds, like 
the purslane and common plantain, 
only flourish on land that is in excel­ 
lent condition to produce large crops 
of vegetables, flowers or grain. 
They 
are rarely found on land that is defic­ 
ient in the elem ents of fertility or 
which is not in a good condition in re­ 
gard to friability. 
They are very 
common in gardens where the soil has 
been carefully enriched and turned 
with tho spade, but are seldom found 
on poor land devoted to pasturage. 
Many of our most troublesome plants 
would become very scarce if the land 
on which they are found was allowed 
to return to its original condition. 
A considerable portion ot the last 
report of the Ohio agricultural exper­ 
iment station is devoted to the sub­ 
ject of weeds. 
The article on this 
subject considers 
the 
methods bv 
which weeds are introduced, dissem i­ 
nated, au<l propagated, their habits 
of growth 
ami 
duration of 
life, 
and the best methods of destroy­ 
ing them. 
It is shown that of the 1*2 
weeds found in Ohio 115 were brought 
from Europe. 
Most of them “came 
over” in packing material or mixed 
with the seed of plants designed for 
cultivation. 
American weeds have 
been introduced into every country in 
the world with which we have com­ 
mercial intercourse. 
Several of our 
most troublesome weeds were intro­ 
duced during our war for independ­ 
ence. 
These seeds were in the grain 
or fodder em ployed for feeding Eng­ 
lish colony horses. 
Every war causes 
the introduction of weeds. 
If but a 
small number of any kind of weeds 
obtain a foothold they are certain to 
become very common. 
Nearly all 
kind of plants produce a great num­ 
ber of seed*. 
The officers of the Ohio 
station made their examinations in the 
valley of the Scioto, where the soil is 
naturally very rich and where weeds 
obtain a greater s ze than in most 
parts of the country. 
They found 
that a single specimen of the weed, 
generally known as tho shepherd’s 
purse, produced 87,900 seeds, a dan­ 
delion produced 12,103 seeds, a cora- 
■ mon thistle 63,366, a rag-weed 4,366, a 
! purslane plant 888,800, a burdock 38,- 
| 0*6, and a common plantain 43,290. 
The possibilities of increase In some 
of these plants are enormous. 
Of 
j course, some of the seeds counted or 
! estimated were imperfect, and would 
j not Is? likely to germinate under the 
most favorable conditions. 
Still, 
if 
| only half of them tfere perfect, it fol- 
J lows that one plant may in a few years 
i tx? the means of seeding an entire 
J state. 
Birds and animals will devour 
j the seeds of nearly all the cultivated 
plants if they can get a chance, but 
i they do not eat the seeds of weeds. 
In most cases they have a disagree­ 
able taste, whieh prevents them from 
being eaten. 
They nearly all possess 
wonderful vitality. 
The germinating 
I power of all the grains is destroyed 
j Gy void and moisttun*. 
They may be 
| buried for years, but they will sprout 
i and produce vigorous plants as soon 
I as the) are brought near the surface 
i of the ground. 
A iarge proportion of 
them will pass through the Organs of 
digestion w ithout injury to their vital­ 
ity, and will germinate in the drop­ 
pings of the animal that devoured 
| them. 
The increase iu the number of 
| weeds is largely due to the wonderful 
vitality of their seeds or their power 
j of preservation. 
The seeds of weeds are disseminated 
by the wind and by other sources of 
; nature, as running water. 
Birds carry 
many of them from place to place. 
Some of them are provided with hooks, 
I by means of which they attach them­ 
selves to birds and animals. 
Every 
i farmer sows weeds with his grain 
Weeds lire introduced into every new 
section of the country by means of the 
seed grr.iu obtained at a distance. Too 
little attention is given to the matter 
of obtaining clean seed. 
Farmers also 
introduce the seeds of weeds in their 
fields by means of the manure they 
apply tb them. ,lf stable manure con­ 
tains foul seed it should be composited 
a year before it is incorporated w ith 
the soil. 
Many farmers who keep 
their cultivated fields tolerably cleau, 
and who take pains to destroy the 
weeds in grain-tields after the crop i* 


be just ready to push out WL*a the 
seed is put in the ground will bo so 
much gain, instead of a detriment, as 
are the pale, thin sprouts whieh push 
from potato seed in dark, warm places, 
the latter robbing tho potato of the 
substance on which tho young plants 
m ust first depend before they can put 
forth roots for their own support. 


Toxic Effect of Insect Powder. 
Regarding tho method of action of 
this powder upon its victims, the fact 
should Ik? kept iu mind that the lungs 
or breathing apparatus of the insect 
are very different to those of the verte­ 
brate animal. 
Instead of lungs, as 
we have, set apart in one portion of 
the frame, for the definite object of 
supplying oxygen to the blood after 
the latter has become in need of it, 
the insect has a central tube, connect­ 
ed with the air by a row of orifices on 
each side of its hotly, from which 
sm aller channels radiate to every part 
of its circulation. 
The animal lung 
demands two system s, as it were, of 
circulation—the arterial and the ven­ 
ous. 
The insect has but a single cir­ 
culation, and the whole of his blood is 
being constantly and fully brought 
into contact with fresh supplies of air. 
Hence the instant and powerful effect 
of any toxic substance with which tho 
air may be impregnated. 
Thus an in­ 
sect may be almost instantly killed by 
the vapor of chloroform, or ether, or 
prussic acid. 
There facts are power­ 
ful arguments for the theory that it is 
the volatile constituents of insect pow­ 
der which are fatal, and not the actual 
contact, necessarily, of its particles.

Many kinds of weeds are very 
deceptive in respect to the time their 
seeds mature. 
The blossoms all dis­ 
appear from plants producing grain 
and tho stalk* begin to assume a yel­ 
low color before the kernels are sufli- 
cicntly mature to germinate if placed 
in llie soil. 
This is not the case with 
most weeds. 
'I'hey continue to grow 
and remain green till they are killed 
by a bite of frost. 
During most of 
this time they are ripening seeds. 
Buds, blossoms, and ripe seed are all 
on the same branch, and often within 
ail inch of each other at the same time. 
If tho plant is not killed while it is 
quite small it will mature and scatter 
seed. 
If it i.s allowed to blossom the 
chances are that seed will be ripened 
on the stalk if even the plant is pulled 
tip. 
Weeds are easily destroyed while 
the stalks and roots are tender. 
The 
difficulty of killing them ineieases us 
thev become largei.

Long before they are to be planted 
the seed potatoes should be taken out 
of the dark pits or bins in whieh they 
arc necessarily stored during severe 
weather.
